REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record Civanlar, Shah, and Fall alone or in 

combination with other prior art of record fail to teach the apparatus having two network 
interfaces and the processor that monitors a second service level at which real-time 
communication is supported within the first network using the second coding scheme; 
and when the second service level is below the minimal service level within the first 
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network, the processor directs packetized communications with the at least one VoIP 
terminal to be serviced within the second network using the second network interface.
